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rO  THE  HEALTH  COMAIITFEE. 

Gentlemrn, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Salford,  being  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1896.  It  has,  as  in  past  years,  been 
drawn  up  with  due  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  General  Order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  respect  of  such  reports. 

The  general  death-rate  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1896  was  227  per 
I  000  of  the  estimated  population,  which  is  2*8  per  1,000  less  than  the  rate 
for  the  year  1895.  The  death-rate  for  the  year  1896  is  also  1*5  per  1,000 
less  than  the  mean  for  the  quinquennial  period  1891-95,  and,  with  the 
exceptions  of  the  years  1881  and  1894,  less  than  in  any  year  commencing 
with  the  year  i86t. 

The  zymotic  sickness  during  the  year  1896  was  above  the  average  for 
the  ten  preceding  years,  the  increased  sickness  being  mainly  due  to  the 
excessive  prevalence  of  scarlet-fever,  particularly  during  the  third  quarter  of 
the  year.  It  is,  however,  gratifying  to  note  that  there  was  a  considerable 
diminution  in  the  amounts  of  sickness  from  diphtheria  and  enteric-fever  as 
compared  with  the  two  preceding  years.  The  percentage  of  infectious 
cases  isolated  was  again  higher  than  in  any  previous  year,  the  percentage 
for  1896  being  as  much  as  58’6,  as  against  52*86  in  1895,  51*4  in  1894, 
49*4  in  1893,  45*35  in  1892,  45*7  in  1891,  and  39*0  in  1890. 

Great  attention  was  paid  throughout  the  year  to  matters  of  house- 
drainage,  and  much  good  work  was  effected.  I  am  glad  that  to  a  moderate 
extent  there  has  been  a  return  to  the  system  of  cleansing  and  flushing  the 
sewers  of  the  Borough.  This  is  most  important  work,  and  will,  I  trust, 
be  further  enlarged  during  the  present  year. 
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I  cannot  but  hope  that  progress  will  be  made  during  the  year  1897 
with  matters  in  connection  with  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Scheme,  and  that  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  completion  of  the 
Scheme  will  be  successfully  overcome.

Broughton,  28*5. 

Area. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Salford  comprises  the  Townships  of 
Salford  (divided  for  statistical  purposes  into  the  Regent  Road  and 
Greengate  Districts),  Pendleton,  and  Broughton,  and  has  a  total  area  of 
5,195  acres: — in  Salford,  1,345  acres  ^(Regent  Road,  955;  *Greengate, 
390);  Pendleton,  2,424;  Broughton,  1,426. 

Elevation.—The  mean  elevation  of  the  Borough  is  140  feet  above  sea-level, 
and  varies  between  85  feet  and  250  feet.

Mortality  Statistics. 


Estimated  Population. — 'I'he  estimate  of  the  Registrar- 
General  fixes  the  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  1896  as  210,707.  This  calculation  is  probably  very  nearly 
correct,  consideration  being  had  to  the  internal  circumstances  of 
the  Borough.  The  estimated  distribution  of  the  population  in  the 
four  registrrtion  districts,  according  to  their  neiv  areas,  is  as 
follows  : — Regent  Road,  76,561  ;  Greengate,  39,157  ;  Pendleton, 
54,333  ;  and  Broughton,  40,656. 

d'he  actual  excess  of  registered  birtlis  over  deaths,  during  the 
year  1896,  was  2,620,  as  against  2,138  in  the  year  1895,  2,730  in 
1894,  2,152  in  1893,  2,235  in  1892,  and  2,054  in  1891. 

It  was  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1895,  that 
“  on  the  2  ist  of  February,  1894,  the  Registrar-General  declared 
‘‘  that  the  portion  of  the  Regent  Road  district,  bounded  by  the 
“  Manchester,  Bolton,  and  Bury  Canal,  by  the  Crescent,  by  Chapel 
“  Street,  and  by  the  River  Irwell,  was  thenceforth  to  be  transferred 
“  to  and  become  for  registration  purposes  part  of  the  Greengate 
‘‘  district.”  It  was  considered  to  be  inconvenient  for  statistical 
purposes  to  adopt  that  revision  of  district  areas  in  the  reports  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  until  such  time  as  a  quinquennial 
period  in  Table  A  on  the  old  lines  should  be  completed.  This 
has  now  been  accomplished,  and,  from  the  year  1896,  a  new  cal¬ 
culation  of  vital  statistics  is  instituted  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  two  affected  districts,  namely,  the  Regent  Road  and  Greengate, 
and  the  fact  is  noted  at  the  foot  of  Table  A  of  this  report. 

Annual  Rate  of  Mortality. — 'I'he  total  number  of  deaths 
for  the  year  1896  was  4,850,  as  against  5,318  in  the  year  1895,  as 
against  4,311  in  1894,  4,895  in  1893,  4.955  1^92,  and  5,159  in 
1891.  There  was  consequently  a  smaller  number  of  deaths  actually 
than  has  been  the  case  during  recent  years,  and  proportionately  to 
the  increased  population  a  decreased  rate  of  mortality.  The  total 
death-rate  from  all  causes  for  the  Borough,  for  the  year  1896,  was, 
therefore,  22*7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  as  against 
25*5  per  1,000  in  1895,  20*9  per  1,000  in  1894,  24*0  per  1,000  in 
1893,  24’6  per  1,000  in  1892,  and  26*0  per  1,000  in  1891. 
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As  has  been  said,  the  records  for  the  year  1896  commence  a 
fresh  quinquennial  period  in  Table  A,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  notice 
tliat  the  total  death-rate  for  the  Borough  lor  that  year  is  below  the 
mean  for  any  quinquennial  period  since  their  record.  It  is  also 
noteworthy  that  the  death-rate  is  lower  than  in  any  year  com¬ 
mencing  with  1861,  with  the  exception  of  two  years,  namely,  1881 
and  1894,  when  the  death-rates  were  respectively  22^5  and  20 '9 
per  r  ,ooo  of  the  population. 

In  arriving  at  the  correct  general  death-rate  for  the  year,  care 
has  been  taken,  as  in  former  years,  to  make  allowance  for  the 
deaths  of  persons  who  died  outside  the  Borough  while  yet  belong¬ 
ing  to  it,  as  well  as  of  those  who,  not  belonging  to  the  Borough, 
died  within  its  boundaries.  Of  the  former,  there  were  63  deaths, 
and  of  the  latter  there  were  49  deaths.  The  deaths  of  Salford 
residents  outside  the  Borough  were  distributed  as  follows  : — 
Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury,  25  ;  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary, 
23  ;  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  9  ;  Ear  Hospital,  i  ;  in  the  streets  of 
^Tanchester  and  other  districts,  5. 

Annual  Rate  of  Mortality  compared  with  other  large 
Towns  and  Cities  of  England  and  Wales. — The  recorded 
annual  death-rate  for  the  Borough  of  Salford,  as  compared  with 
the  average  for  33  of  the  large  towns  and  cities  of  the  country, 
was,  according  to  the  Registrar-General,  3*8  per  i,oco  above  the 
average  for  the  year,  as  against  4*8  per  1,000  in  the  year  1895. 
The  annual  rate  of  mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  equal  to 
17 'I  per  1,000  of  the  population  ;  less  the  33  great  English  towns, 
it  was  16*1  per  1,000  ;  and  in  London  the  general  mortality  rate 
was  i8'6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  'I'hese  general  death-rates 
in  the  country  are  all  lower  than  for  the  year  1895,  and  it  thus 
happens  that  while  Salford  has  shared  in  the  general  lessening  of 
the  mortality  of  the  country,  it  has  not  shared  it  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  alter  her  position  materially  among  the  great  towns. 

District  Mortality-Rates. — The  district  mortality-rates 
from  all  causes  were  as  set  forth  in  Tables  A  and  D  of  this  report. 
These  tables  are  on  precisely  similar  lines  to  those  under  the  same 
indicators  in  previous  reports.  The  general  death-rates  from  all 
causes  show  as  usual  considerable  variations  in  the  several  districts  : 
thus,  for  Regent  Road  district  the  rate  was  23*1  per  1,000  of  its 
population  ;  for  Greengate  district,  28'i  per  1,000  ;  for  Pendleton 
district,  20*9  per  1,000;  and  for  Broughton  district,  ig'i  per  1,000. 
With  the  exception  of  the  rate  for  the  Broughton  district,  all  these 
are  below  the  corresponding  rates  for  1895,  and  for  the  means  of 
the  quinquennial  period  1891-95.  From  what  has  already  been 
said,  however,  with  regard  to  the  alterations  in  the  boundaries  of 
the  Regent  Road  and  Greengate  districts,  the  rates  for  these  two 
districts  are  not  properly  comparable  with  those  for  preceding

3'ears,  inasmuch  as  those  presented  for  the  year  1896  form  the 
commencement  of  a  new  series  of  statistics  in  respect  of  those 
districts. 

In  regard  to  the  zymotic  death-rate,  it  will  be  seen  that  this 
class  of  mortality  was  above  the  average  for  the  Borough  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  mean  for  the  preceding  five  years,  though  the 
mortality  from  diarrhoea  was  slightly  below  the  mean.  The  mor¬ 
tality  from  acute  lung  diseases  and  from  phthisis  was  also  below 
the  quinquennial  mean.  While  these  facts  are  noticeable  in  respect 
of  the  Borough  as  a  whole,  and  of  the  population  at  all  ages,  they 
are  still  more  noticeable  in  connection  with  the  special  groups  of 
mortality  among  infants  under  five  years  of  age.  The  diarrhoeal 
mortality  was  most  marked,  as  in  the  year  1895,  in  the  Regent 
Road  and  Pendleton  districts,  and  the  zymotic  mortality  in  the 
Regent  Road  and  Greengate  districts.  A  noticeable  feature  of  the 
year  1896,  is  the  fall  of  mortality  in  the  Pendleton  district  from 
acute  lung  diseases  and  tubercular  diseases  among  young  children, 
and  the  somewhat  increased  rates  from  the  same  causes,  among 
the  same  class  of  population,  in  the  Broughton  district. 

Mortality  in  Age-Groaps. — Table  B  shows  the  annual 
rates  of  mortality  in  the  age-groups  0-5,  5-20,  20-40,  40-60,  and 
at  60  3'ears  and  upwards,  as  well  as  at  all  ages,  for  males,  females, 
and  the  total  population  for  the  year  1896,  and  each  preceding 
year  of  the  decennium  1886  to  1895. 

In  the  year  1895,  it  was  particul^ly  noticeable  that  the  death- 
rates  of  males  and  females,  separately  and  together,  were  greatly 
above  the  corresponding  decennial  averages  in  the  period  of  under 
five  years  of  age  ;  in  the  year  1896  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
the  like  rates  are  markedly  below  the  averages  of  the  preceding  ten 
years.  Indeed,  the  rates  for  1896  in  each  age-group  are  without 
exception  below  the  like  mean  rates  for  the  decennium  1886-95, 
and  have  in  no  case  exceeded  the  rates  for  the  year  1895. 

d'he  rate  of  mortality  of  aged  persons  was  greater  among  the 
males  than  the  females,  and  of  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
males  succumbed  to  a  greater  extent  than  females.  In  these 
respects  the  facts  for  the  year  1896  are  very  similar  to  those  for 
the  year  1895. 

Infantile  Mortality.— Births. — Of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age,  1,496  died  during  the  year  1896,  as  against  1,711  in  the 
year  1895,  1,222  in  1894,  1,494  in  1893,  1,338  in  1892,  and  1,399 
in  1891.  The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  during  1896 
was  very  slightly  above  the  average  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  as 
may  be  seen  on  reference  to  Table  C  of  this  report.  Of  births, 
there  were  7,470,  as  against  7,456  in  1895,  7,041  in  1894,  7,047 
in  1893,  7,190  in  1892,  and  7,213  in  1891.  The  birth-rate  was 
thus  34’9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  being  0*5  below  the  mean

Senile  Mortality  . — Of  the  total  4,850  deaths  at  all  ages,  and 
from  all  causes,  806  deaths,  or  16 ’6  per  cent.,  were  of  persons  who 
had  reached  or  had  passed  the  age  of  60  years,  as  against  157  per 
cent,  in  the  year  1895,  i6'8  per  cent,  in  1894,  i8'o  per  cent,  in 
1893,  i6'4  per  cent,  in  1892,  and  18*9  per  cent,  in  1891.  The 
deaths  among  aged  persons  during  1896  was  thus  somewhat  below 
the  average  of  recent  years.  Twenty-seven  deaths  were  of  persons 
who  had  reached  or  passed  the  age  of  85  years,  the  greatest  age 
recorded  being  that  of  a  man  aged  95  years.  The  death-rate  for 
aged  persons  was  79*4  per  1,000  of  the  persons  aged  60  years  and 
upwards  in  the  Borough,  as  against  847  per  1,000  in  1895,  74*3

The  numl)cr  of  aged  persons  who  ' 
died  during  1896  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  were  179  and  63 
respectively.  The  death-rate  of  old  people  who  died  in  1896  from 
these  diseases  was,  therefore,  33-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  at 
that  period  of  life,  as  against  27*6  per  cent,  in  1895,  247  percent, 
in  1894,  30-1  per  cent,  in  each  of  the  years  1893  and  1892,  and 
as  against  30*9  per  cent,  in  1891. 

Classification  of  Causes  of  Deaths.— In  considering  the  causes. .fj 
causes  of  deaths,  it  is  convenient  in  the  first  instance  to  show  the 
percentage  of  deaths  attributable  to  special  groups  of  diseases. 

Thus,  of  the  total  4,850  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  at  all  ages, 
there  were  from — 

Zymotic  diseases,  955  deaths,  or  197  per  cent.of  the  total  deaths.

The  total  zymotic  mortality,  inclusive  of  diarrhoeal  disease,  was 
thus  197  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality,  as  against  2o'2  per  cent, 
in  the  year  1895,  167  per  cent,  in  1894,  187  percent,  in  1893, 
and  20*3  per  cent,  in  1892.  To  this  mortality  there  was  no  con¬ 
tribution  by  small-pox,  and  by  typhus-fever  only  one  death.  Measles 
and  whooping-cough  on  the  other  hand  contributed  considerably, 
and  scarlet-fever  also  to  a  slightly  greater  extent  than  in  the  year 
1895.  The  deaths  from  measles  amounted  to  202,  as  against  the 
decennial  average  of  170;  from  whooping-cough  to  187,  as  against 
an  average  for  ten  years  of  140  ;  and  from  scarlet-fever  to  105,  as 
against  an  average  lor  ten  years  of  109.  The  mortality  from 
typhus-fever,  from  diphtheria,  and  from  enteric-fever,  was  in  each 
case  below  the  decennial  average;  but  the  deaths  from  membranous 
croup  were  slightly  in  excess  of  the  average  number  for  the  four 
preceding  years,  though  below  the  number  for  the  year  1895. 

The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  were  268,  as  against  433  in  the  year 
1895,  and  as  against  the  decennial  average  of  291,  and  the  mor¬ 
tality  from  puerperal-fever  also  fell  short  of  the  decennial  average. 

In  connection  with  the  prevalence  of  diarrhoea,  it  is  to  be 
noted,  as  in  former  years,  that  the  temperature  shown  by  the  earth 
thermometer  (four  feet  underground)  is  a  certain  indicator  of  the 
rise  and  fall  of  diarrhoeal  prevalence.  In  1896,  though  the  earth 
temperature  did  show  56°Fahr.  as  early  as  June  i6th,  the  tempera¬ 
ture  had  fallen  below  that  point  by  September  29th.  The  deaths 
from  diarrhoea  did  not  exceed  five  in  any  week  until  the  week

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Ciuises  of  Deaths  ending  June  20th,  or  exceed  ten  till  the  week  following;  there  was, 
moreover,  a  distinct  falling  off  of  deaths  after  the  week  ending 
August  22nd,  during  which  there  were  signs  of  a  commencing 
steady  decline  in  the  temperature  records. 

The  deaths  due  to  tabes  mesenterica  were  only  48,  as  against 
the  decennial  average  of  84;  there  was  also  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  mortality  due  to  tubercular  meningitis  and  to  scrofula,  and  a 
marked  decrease  in  that  due  to  phthisis  as  compared  with  the 
average  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 

Although  the  deaths  from  bronchitis  only  numbered  466,  as 
against  the  decennial  average  of  562,  and  as  against  539  in  the 
year  1895,  yet  the  deaths  from  pneumonia  were  in  excess  of  the 
average.  Taken,  however,  together,  the  deaths  from  these  two 
diseases  were  35  less  than  the  decennial  average,  and  75  less  than 
in  the  year  1895.  It  may  be  remembered  that  there  was  a  some¬ 
what  considerable  prevalence  of  epidemic  influenza  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1895,  causing  85  deaths,  and  to  this  was  in  part 
attributed  the  increased  mortality  in  that  year  from  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia.  During  1896,  there  was  a  reduction  of  mortality  from 
epidemic  influenza  of  over  50*0  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the 
year  1895,  and  with  it,  therefore,  a  sensible  reduction  in  the  mor¬ 
tality  from  those  diseases,  which  are  frequent  sequelae  of  the 
primary  affection.  The  following  table  shows  the  district  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  deaths  from  this  disease  at  certain  groups  of  ages,  and 
is  on  the  same  lines  as  former  tables  in  previous  reports  on 
influenza  mortality  : —

Mortality  from  certain  Zymotic  Diseases. — The  follow¬ 
ing  tables  show  the  annual  rates  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  popula¬ 
tion,  in  respect  of  certain  zymotic  diseases  in  Salford,  London,  the 
33  great  English  towns,  and  England  and  Wales.  As  pointed  out 
in  previous  reports,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  until  the  year  1892,  the 
comparison  was  made  in  respect  of  28  large  towns,  but  in  that 
year  the  Registrar-General  added  five  more  towns  to  the  list,  and 
it  has  been  necessary  to  continue  the  two  comparisons.  This 
necessity  disappears  with  this  report,  and  in  the  future  it  will  only 
be  required  for  a  five-year  comparison  to  take  note  of  the  group  of 
the  33  great  English  towns. 

From  these  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  though  the  death-rates 
in  Salford  for  the  year  1896  were  above  the  mean  of  the  preceding 
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five  years  in  respect  of  scarlet-fever,  whooping-cough,  and  measles, 
they  were  below  the  mean  in  respect  of  diphtheria,  diarrhoea,  and 
the  continued  fevers.  These  are  encouraging  features,  for  the 
prevalence  of  the  continued  fevers  is  frequently  regarded  as  a 
measure  of  sanitary  advance,  and  the  progressive  reduction  in 
mortality  from  diphtheria  since  the  great  epidemic  of  that  disease 
in  the  Borough  can  hardly  be  regarded  otherwise  than  with 
satisfaction.

Uncertified  Deaths. — Of  the  4,850  deaths  which  occurred 
during  the  year  1896,  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes,  4,408  were 
duly  certified  by  registered  medical  practitioners,  337  were  certified 
by  the  Coroner,  and  105  were  not  certified  by  either  medical 
practitioners  or  by  the  Coroner.  The  number  of  uncertified  deaths 
was  19  less  than  in  1895,  17  less  than  in  1894,  and  57  less  than  in 
1893.  It  is,  therefore,  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  percentage  of 
uncertified  deaths  is  yearly  becoming  less,  and  that  for  the  year 
1896  it  is  i*i  per  cent,  less  than  the  average  for  the  decennial 
period  1886-95.  It  is,  however,  unsatisfactory  that  the  cause  of 
any  death  should  be  uncertified  by  either  a  medical  practitioner  or 
the  Coroner,  and  it  ought  to  be  obligatory,  in  default,  to  order  a 
post-mortem  examination  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  positively 
the  cause  of  every  death.

Excluding,  as  in  other  years,  membranous  croup  and  erysipelas 
from  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison 
with  years  preceding  1890,  the  total  number  of  notified  cases  is 
reduced  from  2, 187  cases  to  2,049  1^1896,  as  against  1,743  in 
1895,  1,633  in  1894,  1,850  in  1893,  ^)459  1892.  The 

number  of  cases  of  infections  and  notifiable  diseases  during  1896 
was,  therefore,  considerably  greater  than  in  recent  years.

It  will  be  noticed  in  the  first  of  the  three  preceding  tables 
that  scarlet-fever  was  by  far  the  most  prevalent  of  the  notifiable 
diseases  during  the  year,  and  that  to  this  disease  1,579  out  of  the 
total,  2,187  notified  cases,  were  attributed.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  cases  of  small-pox,  diplitheria,  and  membranous  croup  were 
fewer  than  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  years.  The  number  of 
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cases  of  enteric  fever  were  also  well  below  those  recorded  during 
1894  and  1895.  These  were  satisfactory  features  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  succeeding  table  that  scarlet-fever 
was  most  prevalent  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  1896  ;  in 
the  year  1895  it  was  most  prevalent  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Enteric 
fever,  as  is  usually  the  case,  was  most  prevalent  in  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters  of  the  year,  and  was  nearly  as  prevalent  during  the 
second  as  in  the  third  quarter.  There  was  further  a  small  out¬ 
break  of  typhus  fever,  as  against  no  case  of  that  disease  during 
the  year  1895. 

The  rate,  per  1,000  of  the  population,  of  notified  cases  was 
0*5  above  the  mean  rate  for  the  ten  years  1886-1895, 
mean  weekly  incidence  of  cases  was  4*4  above  the  average  for  the 
same  decennial  period.  This  increase  in  weekly  average  of  new 
cases  was  almost  entirely  dependent  on  the  sustained  prevalence 
of  scarlet-fever  throughout  the  year.

Amount  of  Hospital  Isolation  of  Infectious  Dis- 

eases. — Of  the  2,187  notified  cases,  1,281,  or  58*6  per  cent,  were 
isolated  hy  the  Corporation  during  the  year,  as  against  52*86  per. 
cent  in  1895,  51*4  per  cent  in  1894,  49*4  per  cent  in  1893,  45*35 
per  cent  in  1892,  45*7  per  cent  in  1891,  and  39*0  per  cent  in 
1890. 

It  is  not  possible  to  regard  these  figures  with  anything  but  satis¬ 
faction,  inasmuch  as  they  indicate  the  continued  growth  in  popu¬ 
larity  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Corporation  for  the  careful  and 
comfortable  isolation  of  the  infectious  sick.  The  percentage  of  isola¬ 
tions  has  steadily  increased  during  recent  years,  but  the  year  1896 
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CTiv^es  results  that  have  never  before  been  reached  in  this  respect  Hospital 
111  Salford.  When,  moreover,  it  is  borne  m  mind  that  scarlet-lever 
sickness  prevailed  over  all  other  forms  of  zymotic  disease,  and  it 
is  also  remembered  that  this  is  a  disease  mainly  of  childhood,  it 
can  hardly  be  maintained  that  prejudice  against  hospital  isolation 
has  any  very  serious  hold  upon  the  poorer  population  of  the 
borough. 


The  number  of  cases  sent  to  hospital,  under  mistaken  diag¬ 
nosis,  was  37,  as  against  30  in  1895,  3^  hi  1894,  18  in  1893,  and 
31  in  1892.  The  total  percentage  of  mistaken  cases  to  the  total 
cases  isolated  was,  therefore,  2*9,  as  against  3*0  in  1895,  3'4  in 
1894,  i'8  in  1893,  and  7’5  in  1892.

Disinfection  of  Premises.— There  were  1,879  houses 
disinfected  and  cleansed,  after  the  occurrence  in  them  of  cases  of 
infectious  sickness,  by  the  disinfecting  staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year,  as  against  1,675  houses  in  1895,  1,664 
1894,  1,840  in  1893,  and  1,386  in  1892.  There  were  also  two 
houses  disinfected  by  request,  in  consequence  of  the  existence  in 
them  of  cases  of  acute  phthisis,  and  seven  ships  in  the  docks  of  the 
Manchester  Ship  Canal  were  also  disinfected —one  in  consequence 
of  the  ocurrence  of  small-pox,  two  for  diarrhoeal  sickness,  three  for 
typhoid-fever  sickness,  and  one  for  continued-fever  sickness. 


It  will  be  noticed  in  the  following  table  that  the  disinfection 
of  premises  with  chlorinated  lime  was  commenced  during  the  year 
in  place  of  disinfection  by  sulphurous  acid  fumes.  In  this  process 
the  walls  of  rooms  and  other  exposed  surfaces  are  first  washed 
with  a  solution,  consisting  of  seven  pounds  of  chloride  of  lime  to 
forty  gallons  of  water.  Chlorine  is  then  further  liberated  in  the

room  by  the  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  chloride  of  lime  and  hydro¬ 
chloric  acid,  in  the  proportion  of  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  each  for 
each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space.  So  far,  this  system  of  disinfection 
has  given  satisfaction.

Amount  of  Disinfection  of  Bedding*  and  Clothing 
by  the  Corporation. — There  were  I;369  parcels  of  infected 
clothing  and  bedding  disinfected,  by  means  of  high-pressure  steam, 
at  the  Sanitary  Station  attached  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  as 
against  1,155  Parcels  in  1895,  1,076  parcels  in  1894,  1,840  parcels 
in  1893,  and  694  parcels  in  1892.  The  distribution  of  parcels  in 
1896  to  the  districts  to  which  they  belonged  was  as  follows  : — 
Regent  Road,  587  ;  Greengate,  235;  Pendleton,  315;  Broughton, 
232.

Preventive  Measures  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

Although  no  schools  were  formally  closed  for  the  prevention  of  the 
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spread  of  disease  by  their  agency,  it  was  found  necessary  to  dis- 
infect  the  Day  Industrial  Schools  in  the  Regent  Road  district, 
and  the  King  Street  School  in  Pendleton,  on  account  of  the 
occurrence  therein  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  Thomas  Street 
School  in  Broughton,  on  account  of  measles  prevalence  among  its 
pupils. 

Prevalence  and  Distribution  of  Zymotic  Diseases.-  RetSru 

The  2,187  cases  of  notified  zymotic  diseases  for  the  year  1896 
were  distributed  as  shown  in  the  following  tables,  and  as  regards 
the  three  principal  diseases — scarlet-fever,  diphtheria,  and  enteric- 
fever — in  the  three  consecutive  spot-maps. 

It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  measles  and  whooping- 
cough  are  not  notifiable  diseases  in  the  Borough,  and  as  has  been 
pointed  out  in  previous  years,  their  prevalence  has  necessarily  an 
important  influence  on  the  mortality  statistics  of  the  Borough. 

The  actual  prevalence  of  these  diseases  can,  in  the  case  of  their 
exclusion  from  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases,  be  only  estimated, 
and  that  but  roughly,  from  the  mortalities  they  occasion.  From 
the  additional  tables  which  are  appended,  and  which  are  com¬ 
parable  with  exactly  similar  tables  in  the  report  for  1895,  it  would 
appear  that  measles  was  at  least  as  prevalent  in  1896  as  in  1895, 
and  that  whooping-cough  was  even  more  prevalent.  In  January, 

1896,  a  placard  was  posted  up  throughout  the  Borough  calling 
attention  to  the  measures  which  should  be  taken  by  the  public 
towards  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  measles  (Apj)endix),  and 
schoolmasters  were  specially  requested  to  assist  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  in  this  direction  by  the  exclusion  of  pupils  from  their  schools 
who  manifested  any  suspicious  signs  of  illness.

had  suffered  from  the  disease,  and  had  been  left  in  hospital  at 
Cadiz.  The  clothing,  bedding,  and, carpets  were  disinfected,  as 
well  as  the  cabins  and  bunks.  Several  of  the  crew  of  twelve  men 
were  re-vaccinated,  and  no  further  outbreak  occurred  on  the 
vessel  during  her  stay  in  the  port.  Particulars  of  the  cases  are 
appended  on  the  same  lines  as  in  former  years.

ScaPlet-FeveP. — The  1,579  cases  of  scarlet-fever  for  the 
year  1896  were  412  in  excess  of  the  numbers  for  the  year  1895, 
and  536  in  excess  of  the  numbers  for  the  year  1894.  The  disease 
was  markedly  epidemic  in  character  during  the  third  quarter  of 
the  year,  and  was  much  more  prevalent  in  the  Regent  Road  than 
in  any  other  district  of  the  Borough.  It  was,  however,  severely 
prevalent  also  in  the  Pendleton  district.  These  districts  were  the 
same  that  chiefly  suffered  in  the  year  1895.  In  that  year  767 
]:)er  cent  of  the  total  cases  cccurred  in  these  two  districts  ;  in  the 
year  1896  68'o  per  cent  occurred  in  the  same  districts.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  cases  in  the  Broughton  district  was  147  per  cent,  as 
against  16*3  per  cent  in  1895,  and  in  the  Greengate  district  17 ’6 
per  cent,  as  against  only  7*0  per  cent  in  1895. 

An  examinatmn  of  the  above  sickness  table  shows  that  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease  was  markedly  above  the  mean  for  the 
preceding  five  years,  the  prevalence  being  above  the  mean  in 
respect  of  each  district  as  well  as  of  the  borough  as  a  whole.  As 
in  previous  years,  the  more  crowded  portions  of  each  district  were 
those  chiefly  affected,  and  the  increased  number  of  cases  in  a 
westerly  direction,  as  compared  with  maps  for  former  years,  is 
plainly  indicative  of  the  notable  increase  in  building  operations 
which  have  been  proceeding  during  recent  years. 

Of  the  total  1,579  cases  of  scarlet-fever,  586  or  37 ’i  per  cent, 
were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  463  or  39*5  per 
cent  in  the  year  1895.

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Diphtheria. — It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record 
that  this  disease  shows  further  diminution  in  prevalence.  There 
were  134  cases  notified  during  1896,  as  against  160  cases  in  1895, 
203  cases  in  1894,  207  cases  in  1893,  and  204  cases  in  1892. 
The  number  of  cases  of  membranous  croup,  which  disease  is 
grouped  with  diphtheria,  also  was  below  the  average  for  past 
years,  there  having  been  only  24  cases  in  1896,  as  against  34  cases 
in  1895,  39  cases  in  1894,  54  cases  in  1893,  and  27  cases  in  1892. 
The  prevalence  of  diphtheria  has,  therefore,  been  slowly  but 
steadily  reduced  since  the  period  of  the  great  epidemic  in  1889 
and  1890;  but  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  say  what  may  fairly  be 
regarded  as  the  normal  annual  amount  for  the  borough.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  the  spot-map  shows  no  very  special  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  any  one  district  of  the  borough,  although  there  is 
some  grouping  of  spots  in  the  Regent  Road  and  Greengate 
districts  where  the  densities  of  population  are  greatest.  Of  the 
whole  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  that  were  notified,  50  or  37*3 
per  cent,  were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and,  of  the 
cases  of  membranous  croup,  22  or  91*7  per  cent.,  were  also  of 
children  in  the  same  period  of  life.  Of  the  total  number  from 
both  diseases,  as  notified,  therefore,  72  or  45*57  per  cent,  were  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  48*4  per  cent,  in  1895, 
46-3  per  cent,  in  1894,  41*7  per  cent,  in  1893,  and  35*5  per  cent, 
in  1892.

Enteric-fever.  — It  is  also  most  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
record  a  large  diminution  in  the  amount  of  enteric-fever  for  the 
year  1896,  as  compared  with  previous  years.  There  were  291 
cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year  1896,  as  against  382  cases  in 
1895,  316  cases  in  1894,  563  cases  in  1893,  and  347  cases  in 
1892.  Though  this  is  not  the  first  year  that  the  sickness-rate  from 
this  disease,  for  the  borough  as  a  whole,  has  been  below  the  mean 
for  the  preceding  five  years,  yet  it  is  the  first  year,  since  the 
adoption  of  notification  of  infectious  diseases  in  Salford,  that  it 
has  been  possible  to  show  each  district-rate  of  sickness  as  below 
the  like  means  for  the  preceding  five  years.  This  is  no  small 
indication  of  improvement  in  sanitary  administration.  It  is 
probable  that  a  part  of  this  is  connected  with  the  attention  which 
has  been  paid  during  recent  years,  and  is  still  being  paid,  to  the 
house-drainage  system  in  every  district  of  the  borough.  To  a

moderate  extent  also  there  has  been  some  renewal  of  the  cleansing 
and  flashing  of  main  sewers  and  passage  drains ;  but  this  work 
ought  to  be  done  regularly  and  systematically,  and  not  merely  on 
the  discovery  of  obstructions  and  impediments  to  the  proper  flow 
of  sewage  along  particular  sewers.  The  ignoring  of  such  important 
work  until  urgent  necessity  arises  can  only  result  in  positive 
detriment  to  local  sanitary  conditions. 

Of  the  291  cases  of  enteric-fever,  17  or  5 ‘8  per  cent,  were  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  7 '6  per  cent,  in  1895, 
8*5  per  cent,  in  1894,  and  8*8  per  cent,  in  1893.  There  was  no 
great  difference  in  the  amount  of  prevalence  of  the  disease  during 
the  second,  third,  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year.

Typhus-fever. — Seven  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  dur 
ing  the  year.  The  first  outbreak  occurred  at  a  house  situated  at  the 
back  of  West  Union  Street,  there  being  four  cases  in  all,  the  first 
being  discovered  on  February  19th.  There  was  abject  poverty  in 
the  case  of  this  household,  and  consequent  neglect  and  over¬ 
crowding  of  persons.  The  remaining  three  cases  were  indirectly 
traceable  to  the  first  outbreak.  One  of  them  was  a  district  nurse 
who  had  been  at  work  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  first  cases,  and 
the  remaining  two  were  persons  intimate  with  the  sickened  family. 
'The  whole  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Lady  well  Sanatorium, 
and  stringent  measures  for  disinfection  of  premises,  bedding,  and 
clothing  were  taken.  There  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  one,  the  cases  recovered. 

Puerperal- Fever. — Twenty-four  cases  of  puerperal-fever 
were  reported  to  the  Health  Department  during  1896,  as  against 
19  in  the  year  1895,  21  in  1894,  30  in  1893,  and  26  in  1892. 
Five  cases  were  removed  to  the  Lady  well  Sanatorium  and  treated 
there.  Thirteen  of  the  twenty-four  cases  proved  fatal.  Enquiries 
were  made  into  the  particulars  of  each  case,  but  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  require  any  nurse  or  midwife  to  temporarily  discon¬ 
tinue  her  calling.  Necessary  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  each 
case. 


Erysipelas. — There  were  114  cases  of  erysipelas  during  the 
year,  as  against  in  in  1895,  130  in  1894,  147  in  1893,  and  86  in 
1892.

Staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  the  Health 
Department. — Although  there  was  no  alteration  in  the  number 
of  inspectors  during  the  year  1896,  there  was  some  slight  re¬ 
arrangement  of  duties  among  them,  and  some  difference  in  the 
perso7mel^  due  to  the  death  of  one,  and  the  resignation  of  two,  of 
those  who  were  in  the  employ  of  the  Corporation  during  the  year 
1895. 

The  six  female  health  visitors  have  also  continued  their 
callings  in  certain  districts  of  the  borough,  and  a  summary  of  their 
work  is  given  in  the  next  sectional  division  of  this  report. 

Systematic  Inspection  and  Abatement  of  Nuisances.  Inspection  and 
—The  summary  of  inspecions  made  during  the  year  for  various 
purposes,  and  the  consequent  results  of  those  inspections,  appear 
in  the  form  of  a  table  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the  report, 
under  the  title  of  “Register  of  Work  Done.”  This  register  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  former  years,  especially  when  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  that,  during  the  changes  in  the  staff  arising 
from  death  and  resignation,  there  were  not  inconsiderable  periods 
when  the  inspectorial  department  was  short-handed. 

Very  great  attention  was  paid  to  nuisances  arising  from 
defective  drainage,  and  it  is  worthy  of  record  that  as  many  as 
2,020  house-drains  were  repaired  at  the  instance  of  the  Health 
Department,  322  were  re-constructed,  254  were  properly  trapped 
where  they  had  been  found  defective  in  this  respect,  and  100 
waste-pipes  were  disconnected  from  the  drains.  These  facts 
indicate  that,  with  continued  vigilance  on  the  same  lines,  it  may 
reasonably  be  hoped  there  will  be  in  a  few  years  a  more  generally 
satisfactory  system  of  house-drainage  in  the  borough  than  was 
formerly  the  case.

Of  the  253  habitations,  eighteen  belonged  to  gypsies,  and  the 
latter  included  five  canvas  tents.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-five 
were  vans  with  travelling  shows,  menageries,  or  some  other 
definite  business.  They  were  all  regularly  visited  during  their  stay 
in  the  borough,  and  in  no  case  was  there  anything  serious  to 
complain  of.  The  single  notice  that  was  issued  was  in  respect  of 
overcrowding  in  one  of  the  tents,  and  immediately  on  receipt  of 
this  the  parties  left  the  district. 


Dairies,  &c. 


Dairies  and  Milkshops. — At  the  end  of  the  year  1896 
there  were  577  dairies  and  milkshops  on  the  register,  as  against 
501  in  the  year  1895.  During  the  year  business  was  discontinued 
in  40  places,  and  116  new  shops  were  opened  and  registered.

Six  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  houses  of  five 
milkshops.  One  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  an  establishment 
in  the  Regent  Road  district,  two  houses  had  each  a  single  case  of 
scarlet-fever  in  the  Greengate  district,  and  one  house  in  the 
Broughton  district  had  two  cases  of  scarlet-fever  and  another  had 
one.  Three  of  the  cases  were  removed  for  isolation  to  hospital, 
and  the  other  three  were  nursed  at  home.  The  sale  of  milk  was 
discontinued  in  all  cases  until  after  complete  disinfection  of  the 
premises. 

Twenty-seven  notices  were  issued;  four  for  renewing  signs  of 
registration,  and  sixteen  for  cleansing  and  limewashing. 

All  the  milkshops  were  kept  under  regular  inspection,  and 
were  generally  found  to  be  carefully  kept.

The  number  on  the  Register  remains  the  same  as  for  1895, 
although  there  have  been  several  changes.  There  has  been  a 
decrease  of  two  rop  cleaning  establishments  and  one  rubber 
works  ;  but  one  rubber  works,  one  soap,  and  one  paper  works, 
have  been  newly  registered. 
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Two  notices  to  abale  nuisance  were  issued  in  respect  of  one  ^’'^'xious  Trades 
rop  cleaning  and  one  tripe  dressing  establishment,  and  were 
promptly  attended  to.  Complaints  were  also  made  in  respect  of 
a  rubber  works.  The  cause  of  complaint  was  in  part  due  to  care¬ 
lessness  ;  but  there  is  a  need  of  structural  improvement,  and  this 
will  probably  be  met  in  certain  proposed  alterations  of  premises. 

Complaints,  too,  arose  in  connection  with  a  tallow  works ;  but 
after  verbal  caution  and  instructions,  the  causes  of  complaint  were 
remedied. 

Supervision  of  Common  Lodging  Houses.— Without 
counting  the  Municipal  Model  Lodging  House,  there  were,  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1896,  40  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough, 
as  against  39  at  the  end  of  the  year  1895.  These  40  houses  con¬ 
tain  242  registered  rooms,  and  provide  accommodation  for  1,299 
persons,  as  against  215  rooms  and  1,156  in  the  year  1895. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  serve  two  Public  Health  Act  notices 
upon  the  keepers,  and  16  upon  the  landlords,  of  these  houses 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year  1896  there  were  only  three  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  in  these  lodging  houses,  namely,  one  of  scarlet-fever  and 
two  of  diphtheria,  all  in  the  Greengate  district.  The  cases  were 
promptly  removed  to  the  hospital,  and  the  necessary  disinfection 
in  each  case  was  carried  out.

Registration  of  small  Dwelling  Houses  under  Sec.  90 
of  the  Salford  Tramways  and  Improvement  Act,  18/5.  — 

There  are  still  64  of  the  original  73  houses  registered  under  this 
Act.  They  have  been  regularly  inspected  by  day,  and  occasionally 
at  night.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  them  during 
the  year,  and  their  condition  is  maintained  at  a  satisfactory 
standard.  In  all  these  respects  there  was  no  change  from  the 
conditions  pertaining  to  the  year  1895. 

Canal  Boats. — The  Canal  Boats  Inspector  reports  that 
during  the  year  he  made  1,502  inspections  of  canal  boats,  as 
against  1,310  in  the  year  1895,  and  1,383  in  the  year  1894.  Of 
the  boats  inspected,  he  found  that  44  were  contravening  and  1,458 
were  conforming  to  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 

The  inspected  boats  contained  2,131  men,  571  women,  and 
435  children  under  twelve  years.  No  children  of  school  age,  and 
not  attending  school,  were  found  upon  the  boats, — an  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  condition  of  things  noticeable  in  this  respect  in 
previous  years.

Seedley  ,, 
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Smoke  Nuisance.  —  The  Smoke  Inspector  reports  that 
dnring  the  year  1896  he  recorded  1,981  observations,  as  against 
2,111  in  the  year  1895,  and  1,715  in  the  year  1894. 

During  the  year,  162  stokers  and  others  were  cautioned  by 
the  Inspector  for  negligence  in  firing  the  furnaces  under  their 
charge.  At  the  same  time,  24  firms  were  reported  to,  and  dealt 
with  by  the  Health  Committee. 

'Fhe  Inspector  reports  further  that  a  very  considerable  number 
of  firms  have,  during  the  year,  made  extensive  alterations  and  im¬ 
provements  in  their  engines  and  boilers,  especially  in  replacing 
old  ones  with  more  powerful  ones,  so  as  to  economise  fuel,  and 
consequently  reduce  the  smoke.  It  is  all  the  more  gratifying  to 
note  that  in  many  instances  these  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  without  pressure  being  put  upon  the  several  firms  by  the 
Health  Committee.  It  is  fair,  however,  to  consider  that  the 
impetus  given  to  trade  in  the  Borough  through  the  development 
of  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  may  in  a  great  measure  account  for 
the  change. 

Several  new  industries  have  commenced  operations  in  the 
County  Borough  during  the  year,  new  works  having  been  built. 

With  regard  to  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  emission  of 
fine  particles  of  coke  or  grit  from  the  chimney  of  one  large  works 
in  the  Pendleton  district,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  advice 
which  was  given  to  the  firm  has  been  acted  upon,  and  by  the  use 
of  a  screened  coal  containing  no  dust,  the  nuisance  is  abated.

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These  animals  were  immediately  slaughtered,  the  carcases 
destroyed  in  the  Destructor,  and  the  manure,  etc.,  thoroughly 
disinfected.

Rabies. — The  carcases  of  six  dogs  were  submitted  for  post¬ 
mortem  examination  to  Mr.  Fordham  ;  three  of  these  showed 
clear  indications  of  rabies,  and  the  cases  were  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Agriculture.  The  Muzzling  Order  is  still  in  force  \  but 
there  is  an  alternative  offered  to  owners  of  dogs,  namely,  by  having  a 
dog  registered  at  the  Police  Office,  a  brass  cheque,  giving  the  number 
in  the  register,  is  supplied  to  the  owner,  who  must  then  have  it 
attached  to  the  collar  of  the  dog. 

Sheep  Scab. — One  outbreak  of  this  disease  was  reported  on 
the  13th  of  February.  Thirteen  sheep  were  affected  in  a  meadow 
off  Weaste  Lane,  Eccles  New  Road,  and  they  were  kept  under 
observation  until  the  disease  disappeared.  The  field,  railings, 
manure,  etc.,  were  well  disinfected  with  quicklime.

The  Closure  of  Cellars  and  other  Divellings. — During  the  course 
of  the  year  1896,  the  number  of  cellar  dwellings  has  been  further 
reduced  by  building  operations,  so  that  there  are  now  only  75  in 
occupation,  as  against  84  at  the  end  of  the  year  1895,  and  as 
against  279  actually  in  use  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1889.  Those 
that  remain  for  the  present  are  certainly  of  a  better  description 
than  the  majority  of  those  which  have  been  closed,  but  their  final 
abandonment  as  dwellings  must  inevitably  ensue  on  the  increased 
facilities  which  are  gradually  being  made  for  the  more  suitable 
housing  of  the  artisan  classes. 


During  the  year  1896,  two  houses,  namely,  7,  Johnson  Street 
and  I,  Rouse  Court,  were  closed  by  order  of  the  Council,  on  a 
certificate  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  Section  67 
of  the  Salford  Improvement  Act,  1870,  and  subsequently,  15, 

Spaw  Street,  which  formed  the  front  part  of  i.  Rouse  Court,  was 
voluntarily  closed. 

(2)  Progress  of  Scheme  on  Official  Repres epilations  of  the  Artizaus* 
Medical  Officer  of  Healthy  dated  i8go. — In  so  far  as  the  block  of 
artizans’  dwellings  in  Queen  Street  are  concerned,  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  year  are  decidedly  satisfactory.  These  buildings, 
containing  69  tenements,  were  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year 
1895,  and  continued  to  be  occupied  fairly  well  during  the  whole 
of  1896.  Indeed,  very  few  of  the  tenements  remained  empty  for 
any  length  of  time,  although  the  average  occupants,  being  persons 
whose  work  was  of  uncertain  continuance,  occasioned  somewhat 
frequent  changes  of  tenancy.  The  repairs  necessary  during  the 
year  were  only  slight  in  character,  and  the  conduct  of  the  majority 
of  the  tenants  was  good.  By  the  better  class  of  tenants  the 
buildings  are  appreciated.  The  main  lesson  to  be  learnt  from 
the  erection  of  this  block  of  dwellings,  is  the  desirability  of  insuring 
against  the  disturbance  of  tenants  of  a  lower  storey  by  the  move¬ 
ments  of  tenants  on  the  storey  immediately  above.  Complaints

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have  been  made  on  this  point  on  several  occasions,  especially  at 
times  of  sickness,  and,  in  any  future  buildings  of  a  similar  nature, 
it  is  essential  for  comfort  that  the  floors  of  each  storey  be  made 
as  little  capable  as  possible  of  transmitting  sound. 

With  regard  to  the  action  of  the  Health  Committee  m  further 
ing  its  scheme  of  area-improvement  and  housing  of  the  displaced 
tenants,  there  has  been  serious  consideration  of  the  whole  matter. 
It  was  found  on  inspection  that  certain  of  the  dwellings  on  the 
condemned  areas  were  dangerous  structures  and  past  repair;  these 
were  accordingly  demolished.  The  Health  Committee  further  put 
itself  into  communication  with  the  Local  Government  Board,  with 
a  view^  to  obtaining  such  a  variation  in  the  terms  of  the  Provisional 
Order  as  w'ould  enable  the  Committee  to  erect  a  certain  number 
of  the  dwellings  required  under  that  Order  on  lands  other  than 
the  condemned  areas.  In  consequence  of  that  correspondence, 
the  Committee  instructed  the  Borough  Engineer  to  prepare  and 
submit  plans  for  improved  dwellings  on  these  vacant  plots  of  land, 
and  these  are  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

P'urther,  the  Health  Committee  have  recommended  the 
Council  to  proceed  with  the  complete  demolition  of  the  area  lying 
between  King  Street  and  Queen  Street,  and  to  erect  thereon  a 
block  of  sixty-six  dwellings,  and  the  details  connected  with  this 
matter  are  now  in  process  of  being  dealt  with. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  the  whole  scheme,  which  was 
formulated  in  1890,  is  now  within  a  measurable  prospect  of  being 
satisfactorily  completed. 

Model  Lodging-House. — During  the  year,  the  sky-lighting 
of  the  entrance  hall,  the  kitchen,  and  the  establishment  laundry 
has  been  improved  by  the  substitution  of  glass  for  the  duraline 
which  was  originally  fixed.  The  duraline  had  proved  unsuitable, 
as  it  had  so  soon  become  thick  with  dirt,  and  thus  been  made  an 
obstacle  to  the  admission  of  light.  The  full  complement  of  lodgers 
accommodated  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  who  were  absent  at  Christmas  time,  at  the 
price  of  5d.  per  bed  per  night,  or  2s.  6d.  per  week.  This  is 
sufficient  proof  of  the  appreciation  in  which  the  lodging-house  is 
held.  The  lodgers,  as  a  rule,  complied  with  the  “  Regulations  to 
be  observed  by  the  Lodgers,”  which  are  hung  up  in  different  parts 
of  the  establishment,  and  in  only  a  few  instances  w^as  there  any 
necessity  for  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  Regulations  by  the 
Manager.  The  health  of  the  inmates  was  good.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  the  lodging-house  since  the  day 
it  was  opened.  Only  one  death  occurred  during  the  year,  and 
that  was  the  case  of  an  old  man,  76  years  of  age,  w'ho  died 
suddenly  from  natural  causes.  Many  influential  deputations 
visited  the  lodging-house  from  other  towns  during  the  year,  and 
one  and  all  seemed  to  be  impressed  with  the  cleanliness  of  the 
building  and  the  discipline  shown  by  the  lodgers. 
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Demolition  of  Dwelling's  for  Railway  Extensions 
and  for  other  purposes. — The  number  of  houses  demolished 
for  the  purposes  of  railway  extension  was  113  during  the  year 
1896.  The  following  short  table  indicates  the  extent  to  which 
the  demolition  of  property  in  the  Borough,  for  purposes  other  than 
the  clearing  of  areas  condemned  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act  of  1890,  has  been  counterbalanced  by  building  opera^ 
tions  ; —

The  facts  disclosed  by  these  figures  go  to  show  that  the 
extension  of  the  inhabited  area  of  the  Borough  has  of  late  years 
been  very  considerable,  and  as  this  extension  has  taken  place  on 
its  outskirts  rather  than  in  its  interior,  it  may  reasonably  be  sup¬ 
posed  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  will  not  be 
adversely  affected  thereby.  Almost  the  whole  of  the  property 
whicli  has  been  demolished  has  consisted  of  poor-class  cottage 
property  in  congested  districts. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — Following  on  my  report  for 
the  year  1895,  the  Mode  Wheel  Hospital  has  been  further 
advanced  for  the  purpose  of  affording  isolation  and  treatment  for 
small-pox  patients.  Mode  Wheel  House  itself  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  as  the  administrative  establishment.  A  separate  residence 
has  been  erected  for  a  Resident  Medical  Officer,  should  need 
arise — the  former  iron  cottage,  which  was  used  for  that  purpose, 
having  been  transferred  from  the  old  adjoining  site — and  a 
mortuary  has  likewise  been  erected. 

One  pavilion  and  two  small  administrative  houses  from  the 
old  site  have  been  transferred  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium.  The 
pavilion,  capable  of  holding  24  beds,  proved  extremely  useful  in 
enabiing  the  treatment  of  cases  of  measles  to  be  carried  on  without 
obstructing  the  ordinary  work  of  the  hospital.  One  of  the  small 
houses  was  adapted  as  a  residence  for  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer, 
the  necessity  for  whose  appointment  has  become  more  apparent 
during  the  last  three  years,  and  the  other  one  was  fitted  up  for  the 
purpose  of  temporarily  housing  families  requiring  accommodation 
during  the  disinfection  of  their  houses. 

During  the  year  1896,  all  cases  occurring  in  Salford  were 
provided  with  accommodation  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Corporation,

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. —The  three  destructors 
of  the  Borough,  situated  respectively  in  the  Regent  Road,  Pen¬ 
dleton,  and  Broughton  districts  of  the  Borough,  have  continued 
in  full  working  order  throughout  the  year,  and  have  proved  equal 
to  the  work  for  which  they  were  established.  The  quantities  of 
midden  refuse  have  not  been  increased,  owing  to  the  adoption  of 
the  water-closet  system  for  all  new  houses.  The  dry-ashpit  refuse, 
on  the  other  hand,  has  been  materially  increased  in  amount,  owing 
to  the  considerable  extension  of  building  operations  during  recent 
years. 

During  the  year  1896,  222  water-closets  were  provided  to 
dwellings,  in  lieu  of  privies  or  pail-closets,  as  against  543  in  the 
year  1895,  571  in  1894,  522  in  1893,  740  in  1892,  1,009 
653  in  1890,  and  132  in  1889.  Their  distribution  through  the 
Borough  was  as  follows: — Regent  Road,  78;  Greengate,  57; 
Pendleton,  4 ;  Broughton,  83. 

Female  Health  Visitors. — There  are  still  six  female 
health  visitors  working  in  certain  districts  of  the  Borough,  under 
the  joint  direction  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Ladies’  Health 
Society.  They  have  maintained  their  former  reputation  by  the 
care  with  which  they  have  carried  out  the  duties  assigned  to  them. 
These  duties  mainly  consist  in  house-to-house  visitations,  in  which 
they  endeavour  to  induce  habits  of  cleanliness  of  house  and  person, 
and  greater  care  of  children.  In  cases  of  illness,  they  lend  a 
helping  hand  to  forward  these  projects.  They  report  direct  to 
the  Health  Department  cases  of  overcrowding  and  nuisance  which 
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they  may  discover  in  the  course  of  their  visits,  and  many  of  these 
reports  have  afforded  valuable  information  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  work  of  the  department.

PREVENTION  OF  MEASLES. 


Measles  being  prevalent  in  certain  parts  of  the  Borough,  the  attention 
of  householders  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following  points  ; — 

1.  — Measles  is  a  very  infectious  disease,  particularly  in  the  stage  before 
the  rash  appears.  The  early  signs  of  tlie  disease  are  coughing,  sneezing, 
and  redness  of  the  eyes,  and  more  or  less  feeling  of  illness. 

2.  — A  child  at  school  with  such  signs  of  illness  should  beat  once  sent 
home,  and  kept  there  until  well  again. 

3. — It  is  very  important  that  no  member  of  a  family,  in  which  there  are 
infants,  should  associate  with  others  from  a  house  where  measles  already 
exists. 

4.  — Anyone  attacked  by  measles  should  be  placed  in  a  separate  room 
and  kept  warm.  Other  children  in  the  house  who  have  not  been  attacked 
by  the  disease,  should  not  go  to  school  for  at  least  four  weeks  after  the 
appearance  of  the  eruption  in  the  first  case,  and  if  further  cases  occur,  not 
until  four  weeks  after  the  eruption  in  the  last  case. 

5.  — In  view  of  the  high  mortality  from  measles  in  the  Borough,  parents 
are  advised  in  every  instance  to  seek  medical  advice  in  the  earliest  stages  of 


illness.
